Dear Roger: 


It was a pleasure to meet you and to 
lighten one of your boxes a wee bit at 
EAC ’80. 

I recently bought a coin of interest and 
am taking the liberty of sending it to 
you for attribution. Now, I'm a simple 
date collector, and the coin sure looked 
sort of like 1804 C-9, late state. But... 
it just didn't look "right," especially 
the obverse break. .nd, gee, isn't that 
4 a bit low and close to the 0? And that 
sure ain't reverse E! 

So, I bought the coin for twice its worth 
as a type coin so I could take it home 
for study. Glad I did. Possibilities: 

J/. 1804, C-2, terminal state or... 

"2. New variety, or... 

3. Shlocky C-9, and I better go back to 
collecting Lincoln pennies. 

Notes on obverse: 

1. Break extends to E but does not reach 
right branch of Y 

2. Break from crosslet of 4, thru dapery, 
then (unlike Gilbert's description of 
G-5) curving near and nearly concentric 
to border until joining border at fore¬ 
head height. 

3. Despite the above advanced cracks, no 
trace of crack thru middles of Liberty. 

4. Coin is worn, but 4 looks low and close 
to 0. 

5. 'R' farther from 'T' than your obv. 3, 
and has heavy "club" foot. 


Notes on reverse: 

1. Bottom right foot of E in Half is 
defective and faint, but may be 
caused by wear. 

2. 'A' close to ribbon but does not 
"nearly touch." 

3- 0's do nearly touch. 

4. Consider position of T in Cent: 

a. On my coin it is close to berry— 
on rx E, distant. 

b. My coin: Right edge of right cer- 
iph points to or a hair to the right 
of leaf point. On rx E, points 
clearly to left. 

5. Consider position of lower leaf in 
third from the bottom pair on outside 
right of the wreath: 

a. My coin: points to bottom angle 
of 'M* Rev. E points left. 

b. My coin: point of leaf under left 
edge of right down stroke of M. 

. Rx. E: poinx of leaf clearly to 
left of down stroke of M. 

6. No break above *R» 

The cTetails listed in 4 and 5 are not 
mentioned in your book nor Gilbert's for 
your rx A and E, but may be helpful in 
distinguishing these two very similar 
(at least to me!) reverses. These des¬ 
criptions of my coin appear to match the 
plates I've seen of your rx A. 

In short, I think I have a well worn 
C-2. What do you think? Grade? Help! 

I'm enclosing a check for 
and insurance.

Last week I was in New York and paid a 
last minute visit to Joe Rose at Harmer- 
Rooke. After conducting a little busi¬ 
ness we were chatting about early copper 
and Joe said he just received an auction 
consignment of a "very significant" half 
cent collection. Now, I had about 10 min¬ 
utes to kill before leaving for the air¬ 
port but when Joe asked if I’d like to 
take a look at the coins I replied, "Sure'!

Joe indicated he wants to do a good job of 
cataloguing this collection.
